NEW BUSINESS 
8.1 Bus Stop Improvement Bid IFB #19-01 


Mark Goodale explained the IFB #19-01 project to construct and install a bus shelter 
at the corner of Highway 62 and Elk Trail. This would move the stop to the far side of 
Elk Trail and make the stop more ADA accessible. 


ACTION: Board Member Abel moved to approve IFB #19-01 Bus Stop 
Improvement Project and Authorized Staff to Award to Lowest Responsible 
Bidder; seconded by Board Member Sasnett: passed by Roll Call Vote (7-0). 


GENERAL MANAGER UPDATE 

Mark Goodale reported that a bus stop would be coming at the new Dollar General. It would 
be ADA accessible with sidewalk and turnout. In addition, the Article 3 funds that paid for 
the stop at Airway in Yucca Valley would also be paying for a bus turnout on Indian and 
Adobe in Twentynine Palms. 

Mark also shared that MBTA was awarded LCTOP funds to pay for the Copper Mountain 
College Subsidy fares for FY 2019/20. 

FUTURE BOARD INITIATED AGENDA ITEMS 

Board Member Drozd would like later bus service at CMC. Chairman Wright supported Board 
Member Drozd suggestion as a potential pilot. Mark assured Jeff that he forwarded the 
recommendation to the consultants conducting the Short-Range Transit Plan after their last 
discussion. Mark would bring forward the Short-Range Transit Plan draft once it’s received.
